Tall ended in 
holiday blow 
for my friend’ 


A WOMAN had to cancel 
a holiday after falling and 
breaking a bone because of 
‘“dangerous” pavements, 
according to her friend. 

She said the two of them 
had been walking together 
when her friend fell on loose 
and uneven pavement slabs 
in Haverhill High Street. 

Passing strangers, includ¬ 
ing three teenage boys, ran 
to help the injured woman 
after she tumbled to the 
ground. 

In an anonymous letter to 
the News, the woman’s friend 
said she wanted to highlight 
the dangerous pavements 
after hearing about multiple 
falls. 

She wrote: “ I had the ex¬ 
perience of being with a 
friend recently who had a fall 
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there. This resulted in a bro¬ 
ken bone, having to cancel a 
holiday and being shook up 
for days afterwards. 

“The fact is, this is hap¬ 
pening apparently quite 
frequently in Haverhill High 
Street. This is totally un¬ 
acceptable in this age of 
‘health and safety’.” 

According to her, there are 
many areas where the pave¬ 
ment is uneven or loose and 
she has called on the council 
to fix the issues immediately. 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said: “The 
High Street in Haverhill is 
inspected regularly and any 


defects found which meet 
our criteria for repair are 
made safe while permanent 
repairs are arranged and 
completed. 

“Following a recent in¬ 
spection, repairs have been 
arranged at several locations 
within the High Street. 

“While we carry out regular 
highways inspections, we 
also rely on reports from 
the public to put us in the 
best possible position to 
be able to respond quickly 
and effectively to highway 
issues. 

“We welcome all feedback 
from residents and encour¬ 
age people to report any 
highways related concerns 
to us via the council’s high¬ 
ways reporting tool at www.

Not jelly nice: Slippery vandals 
cover play equipment in Vaseline

PARENTS were left “fuming” 
a children’s play park was 
smeared in Vaseline. 

The sticky substance was 
slathered on every piece 
of equipment, including 
climbing equipment and 
slides. 

Steve Zimmer’s daughter 
Rhyley, 10, discovered the 
slippery, dangerous mess in 
Shetland Road Playpark, in 
Haverhill when she went out 
to play on Friday night. 

Mr Zimmer, 29, who lives 
in Shetland Road, said: “I 
don’t even want to think 
about what could have hap¬ 
pened. It’s so dangerous, a 
child could so easily have 
slipped and fallen on their 
back or neck. 

“It’s so dangerous, it 
shouldn’t happen. I was 
fuming. I didn’t know who 
did it and it might have been 
with the intent to harm. 

“Obviously it’s the school 
holidays as well, meaning 
there are more children and 
we have lots of younger chil¬ 
dren playing there, kids as 
young as three or four and 
there was no care for them.” 

Confused and concerned 
about what the mess in the 
park might have been, Mr 
Zimmer returned with Rhy¬ 
ley to investigate. 

He said: “My daughter 
likes going to the park be¬ 
cause it’s fairly local. She 
said: ‘Dad, I can’t go on, 
there’s white sticky stuff on 
the climbing bits.’ 

“At first I thought it was 
probably just bird poo but 
when I went back to the park 
with her and took a close 
look it was clearly Vaseline.” 

Rhyley, worried that other 
children might get hurt, in¬ 
sisted on making signs to 
warn others. 

Mr Zimmer said: “She

wanted to check where else 
was covered. It was over the 
whole play area, everywhere 
kids would put their hands 
and feet. 

“The slide is made up of 
two poles and you have to sit 
on them to go down it, with 
that all covered in Vaseline 
anyone trying to go down 
it would have slipped right 
through and really injured 
themselves. 

“Whoever it was might 
have done it as a prank or 
to have a laugh, watching 
friends fall, but even so it’s 
still to hurt people.” 

Mr Zimmer reported the 
incident to Suffolk Police, 
who are classing the crime 
as anti-social behaviour. 

A spokesman from Suffolk 




Police said: “We received re¬ 
ports at 8.30pm on Friday 
evening of what appeared 
to be Vaseline smeared over 
climbing equipment, mak¬ 
ing it unsafe, and we notified 
the council for the cleaning 
of the equipment. 

“Anyone with any infor¬ 
mation about the crime 
should contact Haverhill Po¬ 
lice on 101 referencing CAD 
459 of August 18.” 

When Mr Zimmer went 
back on Saturday afternoon 
he says the park had been 
cleaned, but reported that 
other people have men¬ 
tioned it happening to the 
same park before. 

A spokesperson for St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil, which manages the park, 
said: “Our play area inspec¬ 
tor is assessing the situation 
and has also checked nearby 
play areas for similar dam¬ 
age. 

“Any concerns about the 
safety of play equipment can 
be reported directly to us us¬ 
ing the contact details avail¬ 
able at every council play 
area, and we ask the public 
to get in touch, so we can 
ensure the high standards 
expected.” 

After posting the warning 
signs Mr Zimmer says he’s 
had nothing but praise for 
Rhyley’s actions. 

He added: “There is a lot of 
anger it has happened at all 
but a lot of people are prais¬ 
ing Rhyley for helping and 
not wanting anything bad to 
happen.”

German boy’s 
Suffolk studies 


THIS 18-year-old schoolboy shunned 
Germany to move to Newmarket and 
Haverhill to study and now he is off to 
off to one of the UK’s top universities. 

Tarik Schoehl moved to England 
when he was 15 on a scholarship in the 
hope it would improve his English. 

Tarik said: “I originally decided to 
move to England for a year to improve 
my English . I went to Newmarket 
Academy and took my GCSEs. I got 
good GCSE results so I decided to stay 
in England to do my A-levels.” 

With Newmarket Academy unable to 
provide the subjects, Tarik desperately 
wanted and needed to study he made 
the move to Haverhill. 

But funding soon dried up, and 
unable to get a scholarship, the 
intrepid teen took it upon himself to 
‘sell himself’ to German companies to 
fund his studying. 

For the next two years Tarik wrote 
to 30 companies in Germany asking 
for funding which helped to partially 
cover costs and lived with host families 
throughout his time in West Suffolk. 

He said: “While I was doing my 
GCSEs, my English was improving, I 
made some good friends and I was 
really enjoying my time in England. 
I was fortunate that I never suffered 
from homesickness - I feel at home 
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anywhere. 

“I was doing so well at Newmarket 
that I thought I might as well stay in this 
country. I knew Newmarket Academy 
and Samuel Ward Academy were part 
of the same trust, and I thought this 
would be a good way to get into a good 
English university. 

“I felt part of life in Suffolk. I quickly 
made friends in both Newmarket and 
Haverhill.” 

After receiving outstanding A-level 
results at Samuel Ward Academy in 
Haverhill - A* maths, A in further 
maths, A in physics and B in chemistry. 

He said: “I was really pleased with 
my A-level results. I was relatively 
confident in maths and physics - but I 
was less certain about the other two.” 

Tarik is now off to study Maths at 
Durham University in September.

Reports of child neglect across 
Suffolk hit an all-time high

REPORTS of child neglect have hit 
an all time high across Suffolk in 
the last year. 

The NSPCC has revealed its refer¬ 
rals of child neglect to police and 
social services in Suffolk has gone 
up by 20 per cent in a year with 
the service referring five children a 
week. 

In Suffolk, the number of referrals 
spiked by 41 per cent in 2016 /17 on 
the previous year, making it the 
highest ever number of child ne¬ 
glect reports in the county. 

Peter Wanless, chief executive 
of the NSPCC said: “Neglect can 
have severe and long-lasting conse¬ 
quences for children, and can also 
be an indicator of other forms of 
abuse. This is why it is so important 
for anyone suspecting a child of be¬ 
ing neglected to contact the NSPCC 
helpline, so we can alert the au¬ 
thorities to quickly step in and help 
those in need. 

“At the same time, it is vital we un¬ 
derstand the true nature and scale 
of child neglect in the UK so we can 



collectively tackle the fundamental 
causes. Therefore, a Government 
commissioned, nationwide preva¬ 
lence study on child abuse and ne¬ 
glect needs to be conducted, and 
sooner rather than later.” 

UK-wide, the NSPCC made 
16,882 referrals to children’s servic¬ 


es or the police in 2016/17, equiva¬ 
lent to 46 a day. 

On average four reports of child 
neglect were passed to police and 
social services every week with 235 
made for the whole of 2016/17. 

Child neglect was mentioned in 
more than a quarter of all calls to 


the NSPCC Helpline in the last year. 
This rise shows more people are 
willing to speak up about the issue 
The NSPCC also said that a grow¬ 
ing number of people also de¬ 
scribed parents having drink or 
drug problems, with some regularly 
leaving their children unsupervised 


so they could go drinking with 
friends. 

The NSPCC is calling on the gov¬ 
ernment to begin a nationwide 
study to measure the full extent of 
child abuse and neglect in the UK. 

The charity have issued the fol¬ 
lowing list of warning signs of abuse 
to be aware of. 

Common signs and symptoms 
adults may notice in a child who is 
being neglected include: 

• Poor appearance and hygiene, 
they may be smelly or have un¬ 
washed clothes 

• Living in an unsuitable home 
environment for example dog mess 
being left or not having any heating 

• Left alone for a long time 

• Untreated injuries, medical and 
dental issues; they may have skin 
sores, rashes, flea bites, scabies or 
ringworm 

• Poor language, communication 
or social skills 

• Seem hungry or turn up to 
school without having breakfast or 
any lunch money

CONSTRUCTION of a 1,000-spectator 
ice arena is due to begin “imminently” 
following the signing of a £1.85 million 
council loan agreement. 

The 56-metre by 26-metre permanent 
ice rink will be based off Newmarket 
Road, Cambridge, and is expected to 
open next summer. 

The finalisation of the legal conditions 
of the loan from South Cambridgeshire 
District Council to Cambridge Leisure 
and Ice Centre (CLIC) now allows the 
project to enter the construction stage. 

The loan, which was approved by the 
full council last year, was the final piece 
of funding necessary to allow CLIC to be¬ 
gin building work on site via its develop¬ 
ment partner, Cool Venues. 

The arena will be built on land leased 
from Marshall of Cambridge, near the 
Newmarket Road park and ride site. 

Members of the public and sporting 
groups will be able to use the facility, 


A 


which developers say will be constructed 
using technologies that will make it one 
of the most energy efficient ice rinks in 
the UK. 

Before identifying the land at Newmar¬ 
ket Road, CLIC had been searching for a 
site in and around Cambridge to locate a 
rink for more than 20 years. 

Residents will be able to enjoy a per¬ 
manent ice arena in addition to the pop¬ 
ular rink that arrives on Parker’s Piece at 
Christmas time every year. 

Cllr Simon Edwards, South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s cabinet 
member for finance, said he was pleased 
that the signing of the loan agreement 
could allow construction work to start. 

He added: “I know this rink has been in 
the pipeline for many years, but I’m con¬ 
fident we will soon have one of the best 
ice facilities in the country.” 

Prof Bill Harris, chairman of CLIC, also 
expressed his “delight” that the organisa¬

tion had “bridged our funding gap” with 
the council loan. 

He said: “Our thanks also go to Mar¬ 
shall for providing a brilliant venue for 
the project, to Cambridge University, 
specifically the alumni of the ice hockey 
teams who have provided the majority 
of the funding, and also to many mem¬ 
bers of the local community who have 
donated funds and hard work to get this 
new exciting community ice arena on the 
map. 

“With just a few minor items to final¬ 
ise, the Cambridge Ice Arena will be start¬ 
ing construction imminently.” 

Robert Marshall, group chief executive 
of Marshall, said: “We are delighted the 
new ice rink is finally in a position to pro¬ 
ceed, and combined with our support in 
providing a site we believe the new facil¬ 
ity will be an excellent location for the 
Cambridge community to enjoy ice skat¬ 
ing activities.”

Kia Picanto 2 1.0 



S OME 13 years ago when the diminutive 
Kia Picanto first broke cover, it had the 
city car market pretty much to itself. 

The European makers couldn't quite 
envisage its gadget-crazed buyers rushing to 
queue for a basic set of wheels little bigger 
than a skateboard. 

That, of course was pre-recession. Well, 
post 2008 micro-cars and city cars were 
in demand and big names like Renault, 
the VW Group and Toyota jumped on the 
bandwagon. 

But the baby Kia had already established 
itself as a well-priced, reliable and sturdily 
built runabout. 

Now the third generation Picanto has 
joined the fray ... a much more crowded 
sector, with greater expectations and more 
sophistication. 

With its bang up-to-date 'tiger' nose - a 
Kia hallmark - the new Picanto is stronger, 
more roomy and has an air of refinement that 
didn't feature in earlier models. 

Its chunky upright styling is of-the-moment 
and pleasing to the eye, as well as being a 
practical method of making the most use of 
the cabin dimensions. 

The version I drove, the Picanto 2 1.0-litre 
is powered by a three-cylinder engine that 
boasts a modest 66bhp. Not exactly enough 
to cause reworks under the bonnet but 
sufficient to allow the five-door to easily keep 
up with the traffic and to eventually reach a 
maximum of 10Omph. 

The three-pot engine emits a pleasant and 
distant throb that remains smooth most of the 
way through the rev band. 

Push it hard and the engine note becomes 
a little harsh above 4,000rpm but there's 
rarely any need to punish the eager little unit 
in this way.

Space in the cabin is more generous than 
the last version and better than most rivals. 
There's ample width to allow good elbow 
room up front and the high setting of the dash 
means plenty of knee and legroom up front. 

The facia is attractively designed with easy 
to read dials and there are cup holders and a 
place for a water bottle, making it a practical, 
family friendly environment. 

Rear seat passengers sit fairly upright 
allowing decent chance to stretch their legs 
and the seats themselves are much more 
comfortable than the previous model. Boot 
space at 255 litres is about average but the 
rear seats can be folded flat expanding the 
cargo area to more than 1,000 litres, among 
the best in class. 

Priced at £10,750, the Picanto 2 is one the 
better equipped city cars. 

Included in the spec are tinted glass, leather 
trimmed steering wheel, electrically adjustable 
and heated door mirrors, four speaker audio 
system, tyre pressure monitoring indicator 
and air con. 

It's not uncommon for small cars which 
carry little weight to have a choppy or 
somewhat bouncy ride. But the Picanto is 
settled and compliant over all but the most 
scarred road surfaces which helps make it a 
relaxing hatch for longer distances. 

The power steering is pleasantly weighted 
although there's feedback to the driver. 

The five-speed manual gearbox is light with 
an easy precise action. The larger 1.2-litre 
engine has the option of an automatic 
gearbox. 

Reassuringly, Kia provides a seven year 
warranty on the Picanto as it does on all their 
range.

In a world of uncertainty, Rexton is ready for action 


DRIVING through the demilitarised 
zone that divides North and South 
Korea sounds a crazy idea in the 
current climate of red alert. 

Yet with the world seemingly on a 
knife edge, the South Koreans appear 
unfazed by all the sabre rattling. 

And when you are the nation's 
leader in off-road vehicles, the muddy 
tracks criss-crossing the banks of 
the Hantangang River that snakes 
alongside the DMZ are a natural 
location to show off your latest 
creation. 

So with its eyes on the skies - in 
more ways than one - Korean all- 
wheel-drive specialist SsangYong is 
moving very much upmarket with its 
all-new Rexton SUV. 

Packing almost as much refinement 
as a Range Rover, the new Rexton is 
good enough to change perceptions 
about a brand that has made its name 
in Britain at the budget end of the 
market. 

And true to form, SsangYong is 
pitching the Rexton at a price which 
makes it something of an SUV 
supernova. 

The five model line up will start 
from £27,500 when the new Rexton 
arrives in the UK this October with 
the range topping automatic - with 
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Mercedes-Benz gearbox and Bentley- 
esque quilted leather upholstery - 
costing £10,000 more. 

It is new territory for SsangYong and

From a practical perspective the 
Rexton is quite a proposition and it 
is decked out in a way that sets new 
standards for SsangYong.

screen display can show the terrain 
around the vehicle. 

It is unexpected grandeur from 
the Korean marque and the feast of 
features goes on with the likes of a 
heated steering wheel, heated and 
ventilated front seats, heated rear 
seats and a 220-volt power inverter 
housed in the back of the centre 
console. 

In its homeland SsangYong has the 
same revere for 4x4s as Land Rover 
does over here and the latest Rexton 
is already proving a hit with sales 
hitting the 7,000 mark in just two 
months since it was launched in May 
- that's more than the previous model 
sold in Korea in the whole of last year. 

In Britain the Rexton will be 
available only as a diesel and 
powered by SsangYong's 2.2-litre Euro 
6 engine. 

Developing 181 ps and with a good 
amount of pull from as low as 1,600 
revs the Rexton has a top speed of 
115mph and a 0 to 60 time of around 
11.5 seconds. 

SsangYong claims an official fuel 
return of 34.8mpg from the seven 
speed automatic and 36.2 for manual 
models. The seven seaters are slightly 
thirstier and emissions range from 204 
to 218g/km.
